ROLAND WICKS 


The only remaining charter member of our church, 
was born in Hopkins County, Kentucky, December 24, 
1864, near the close of the civil war, while Abraham 
Lincoln was President. 


He was converted and joined the Pleasant Grove 
Baptist Church near Madisonville, Kentucky, in the fall 
of 1881. Married December 20, 1896 to Mittie Ann Grace 
of Slaughterville, Kentucky. To this union was born 
three children: Gordon Wicks; Mrs. E. C. Kelso and 
Mrs. J. B. Jennings, all of whom are present members 
of our church. 


He moved West and homesteaded near the present 
townsite of Clovis, which was then known as Riley’s 
Switch, in 1905 some two years before the city of Clovis 
was started, and has resided here ever since. He is now 
nearing 93 years of age. 
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HISTORY OF THE FIRST BAPTIST 
CHURCH 


by Gordon Wicks 


(INTRODUCTION) 


Among the early settlers in the vicinity of what is now Clovis, New 
Mexico, was an “old fashioned” Baptist preacher by the name of V. G. Cunning- 
ham. This splendid old gentleman was a confederate veteran of the Civil 
War. He was a Greek Scholar and a former pastor of the First Baptist Church 
of Waco, Texas. 

Seeing a growing community without the Gospel and being aided by his 
son-in-law, Rev. Hawkins of Oklahoma, who was visiting him at the time, 
Brother Cunningham secured a tent and invited the settlers for miles around 
to “come to preaching.” As a result, people of all denominations, bringing 
their “eats” with them, trailed across the trackless plains to attend this all-day 
service. After listening to some wonderful preaching and singing, they or- 
ganized the First Baptist Church of Clovis, on Sunday afternoon, May 5th., 1907, 
with the apostolic number of twelve members. All of these were members of 
eight families: V.G. Cunningham; Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Bennett; Mr. and Mrs. 
W. W. Fry; Mr. M. D. Claybrook; Mr. J. V. Rice; Mr. and Mrs. C. E. Slaton; Mr. 
and Mrs. Gus Herferth and Roland Wicks. Of this band only one remains 
as a member of the church, Roland Wicks, who is in his 93rd year. V. G. 
Cunningham served as pastor from 1907 to 1908. 


ORGANIZATION 


The First Baptist Church was the first church to organized in Clovis, and 
the Santa Fe Railway Company, knowing that they were going to foster the 
building of a town at Clovis (known then as the Riley Switch), offered to do- 
nate the lots on which to build a church, provided a building of some kind 
should be erected at once. The offer was accepted, and this small but deter- 
mined band of Baptists began building the first church house in Clovis. The 
building was a cheap boxed shed, 20 x 40 feet, on the same location as that of 
the present building. 

Clovis, the ‘“‘magic city” grew up over night, and a new building was 
soon necessary. So, with the coming of its second pastor, Brother W. J. Down- 
" ing of Oklahoma, the church began building the “new church” which was com- 
pleted in 1909 at a cost of $10,000.00. This building, with several large addi- 
tions, served the church for a number of years. 


EARLY PASTORS 


Pastor W. J. Downing who served from 1908 to 1910 was succeeded by 
Brother S. B. Callaway, who because of poor health, served the church only one 
year, 1911-1912 and was succeeded by Bro. Milton Reece. During Bro. Reece’s 
ministry, 1912-1916, the church grew from a small mission point, supported 
largely by the Mission Boards, to an independent church and became a power 
in the community for good, upright living. Brother Reece served about three 
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years and was followed by Brother Earl DuLaney, who came from a pastorate 
at Silver City He served the church about one year, during 1916. 


Rev. S. B. Culpepper of Fort Worth, Texas succeeded Brother DuLaney. 
With his coming, the church took on new life and began a growth that, for 
rapidity, New Mexico churches had not known before. Under this aggressive 
and mighty preacher, the influence of the Clovis church began to be felt in 
every direction until soon a new and larger church building was needed to take 
care of the crowds. 

Notwithstanding the great need of a large church building, a still greater 
need arose. It was the need for a hospital. There was not a protestant hos- 
pital in a radius of more than one hundred miles around Clovis, and many peo- 
ple were dying for lack of hospital attention. Knowing this to be the case, 
the church launched the hospital movement. Of the many blessings received 
under the Culpepper ministry, the building of the hospital was the crowning 
achievement. After a short time its maintenance and control was turned to 
the Baptist Convention of New Mexico and was thus operated for a number of 
years. It was later sold, and the building is now used as the Ramsey Hotel of 
Clovis. 

After an unusual and successful pastorate of more than three years, Bro. 
Culpepper resigned and was succeeded by Brother G. E. Kennedy, former State 
Evangelist of Missouri. Brother Kennedy was succeeded by Brother C. W. 
Stumph of Texas. 

Under the business-like leadership of Brother Stumph, both the Sun- 
day School and B. Y. P. U. grew rapidly. New additions were erected to the 
church building and several thousands of dollars raised for the hospital. After 
a brief but successful pastorate, Brother Stumph was called to direct the Bap- 
tist work of the State as State Corresponding Secretary and later became Miss- 
ionary to the Indians, in which capacity he served for several years. 

Brother J. F. Nix of Portales, a neighboring town just eighteen miles 
south of Clovis, succeeded Brother Stumph. Brother Nix was called by the 
church on January 14, 1923, and served as pastor a little more than sixteen 
years, closing his long ministry in 1939. The church during this long period, 
made great gains in all of its organizations, and all the old church debts were 
paid off. A note burning ceremony was held in which Mrs. S. W. Murphy held 
the last note and Mr. Roland Wicks struck the match to the last church debts. 
Both of these named are still members of the church. It was in 1927 that all 
the indebtedness was cleared. A short time later, a fund for the building of 
the new church was started. 


BUILDINGS 


After Brother Nix resigned in 1939, Dr. C. R. Barrick, of the Bible Chair 
of Eastern New Mexico College, served as interim pastor. On August Ist of 
1939, the church called as pastor the Rev. J. T. Barbee of Dixon, Tennessee. 
During his pastorate, the ‘old red brick”? church was demolished and sold, and 
the present three story educational building was erected and paid for in full by 
the time it was finished in 1942. The members of the building committee were 
R. C. Vineyard, Chairman; John R. Sorrows and G. W. Hyde. The cost of this 
educational plant was about $65,000.00, counting all donated labor and material. 
It would cost nearly three times this amount to erect the same building today. 
The present Spanish Baptist church was organized, too, starting from a special 
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FIRST CHURCH BUILDING—1909 


Erected in 1909 under the pastoral leadership of Rev. 
J. W. Downing, this church served the congregation until 
1942. It stood on the corner of Grand and Gidding.

Brother Barbee closed his pastorate in June of 1945, with the church in 
fine shape and out of debt, with many thousands of dollars in the building fund 
for the building of the present auditorium. Brother Fred Stumph, our first 
educational director, served a brief time under Brother Barbee. Miss Glenda 
Jo Stoneham was called by the church to serve as church secretary after the 
resignation of Miss Mamie Clark, who had served for a number of years pre- 
viously. Mrs. Tampa Canipe assisted Miss Stoneham in the office and later be- 
came church treasurer and bookkeeper, serving until 1955. 


OTHERS 


After Brother Barbee left, Dr. Brougher P. Maddox, recently from the 
Southern Baptist Theological Seminnary, was called to be our pastor, Septem- 
ber 30, 1945. Rev. H. R. Starling of North Carolina, previously Chaplain at the 
Clovis Army Airfield Base, served for a short time under Dr. Maddox as asso- 
ciate pastor, and Brother Elliott Robinson of California was the director of 
education. After these two had gone to other fields of service, Rev. Edward 
Storm, of Indiana, was called as director of education. A little later, Bates Ivy, 
a former member of the church, served for a short time as director of music 
and in work with the young people. Others who served as directors of music 
during this time were Mr. Alan Benson, of Fort Sumner, and Mr. Earl Rogers, 
Borger, Texas, each of whom served only a few months. Ramsey Pollard, Jr., 
of Tennessee, was called as director of music and youth leader in 1952 and 
served about one year. When Miss Stoneham resigned as church secretary in 
1950, the church called Miss Alice Worthington (now Mrs. Frank Campbell) who 
served in that place through 1952. 


During Dr. Maddox’s ministry, the present auditorium, with a seating 
capacity of about 1200 people, was erected and finished in 1950 at a cost of 
$188,372.00. It would cost more than $300,000.00 to duplicate this building 
at this date. The members who served on the building committee were, Gordon 
Wicks, chairman; Hubert Chapman; H. H. DeLozier; Earl Hartley; W. G. 
Head and the late J. P. Pierce. 


Dr. Maddox resigned on May 15, 1953, after serving the church as 
pastor for nearly eight years (the second longest pastorate in the history of 
the church) to begin teaching History and Bible at Wayland College, Plainview, 
Texas. Brother Storm had previously resigned to become Associate Secretary 
in the State Sunday School Department of New Mexico, and a little later, 
Ramsey Pollard resigned to return to Tennessee. 


On September 27, 1953, Brother Joseph B. Underwood, a missionary to 
Brazil, who had been compelled to return to the Statés because of his wife’s 
ill health, was called to be our pastor. Soon after the coming of Brother 
Underwood, the church also called Brother Jimmy Ward, Los Alamos, as 
music and education director. After Brother Ward left, Brother Royce Curtis 
of Kilgore, Texas, was called to serve in this place. Brother Curtis served 
until in 1956. Miss Loretta Allen had served for several months during this 
time as church secretary and youth leader. After Miss Allen, Miss Myra 
Applewhite was called as assistant secretary and youth leader, April 27, 1955.

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She is serving in this capacity at this date. Mrs. Bobbie Hart served after 
Mrs. Canipe left as bookkeeper and church treesurer until October 1, 1956. 


Having seen the great mission needs at first hand on the foreign fields 
for some nine years in Brazil, Brother Underwood, was full of missionary 
zeal, and during his very effective ministry here, the whole church took on 
a new fervor for mission causes. This great evangelistic spirit and zeal on 
the part of Brother Underwood, however, cost the church his leadership, for 
he was soon called by the State Board to become Secretary of Evangelism for 
the State of New Mexico. He resigned es our pastor on November 27, 1955. 


At this time, the church was most fortunate to have Dr. Herbert Berg- 
strom, of the Bible Chair of Eastern New Mexico University, Portales, to 
serve as interim pastor. Under his fervently spiritual leadership, the church 
continued in all its activities as with the leadership of any established pastor. 

On March 4, 1956, our present and very popular pastor, Brother Walter 
A. Mitchell, of Washington, D. C., was called. The church is looking forward 
to continued growth and increased dedication to the work of the kingdom 
under his leadership. When Royce Curtis resigned as Director of Music and 
Education, Erother R. Virgil Mott of Alice, Texas, was called to fill this place, 
on December 19, i£56. At the present time, Brother Mitchell, Brother Mott, 
Miss Applewhite, and Mrs. Janelle Nelson (for some time now, Secretary- 
Treasurer) constitute our team of full time workers and leaders—at this 
Golden Anniversary date. 


The First Baptist Church has had a total of thirteen pastors and nine 
directors of music and education, in the order named above. 


Five foreign missionaries either grew up in this church or, at one time 
were members here. They are as follows: Blonnye Foreman, Miss Ray Buster, 
Miss Ione Buster (ater Mrs. Stover), all to Brazil; Benjamine Bedford to Argen- 
tina, and Leonard Lane to Nigeria, Africa. Also a great host of young men 
and women from our church who hav2 b2en members here previously have 
gone out as religious workers and pastors. As many as whose names have been 
on record or otherwise reported are: T. J. Gamble, at present pastor of Prince 
Street Baptist Church, Clovis; the late Lawrence Walker, for a long time pastor 
of Fruit Avenue Baptist Church, Albuquerque, New Mexico; the late Coy Lord, 
who was assistant pastor, First Baptist Church, Los Angeles, Calif.; Malcolm 
Prince, pastor of Happy Valley Baptist Church, Carlsbad; Joe Weber, pastor, 
Calvary Baptist Church, Portales; Robert Richie, pastor near San Angelo, Texas; 
Bill Rowland, student at Wayland College, Plainview, Texas, and pastor near 
there; Bill Coonfield, Inglewood, California; Millard Puckett, pastor near Dallas 
or Fort Worth, Texas; Luke Willis, pastor of West Side Baptist Church, Portales; 
Jerry King, Denver, Colorado; Joe Gillinwater, mission work in Denver, Colo- 
rado; Mr. and Mrs. Lourice Burford, in mission work, 2433 South 195th St., 
Seattle, Washington; Almon Richie, director of music and education, Pensacola, 
Florida; Alfred Bingham, training for the ministry at Baylor University; Miss 
Margaret Lovett, in special training, Southwestern Seminary; Mike Jackson, 
now in military service at Denver, Colorado; Bob Bell, student at University 
of New Mexico, Albuquerque, and active in B. S. U. work there; Leo Cornelius, 
pastor at Orchard Park Mission, Roswell, New Mexico; Ben Bagwell, studying

Texas; Oscar Stanford, now in Clovis during his wife’s illness; B. B. Harrison, 
of Clovis; Bob Jackson, Southwestern Baptist Theological Seminary, Fort 


Worth, Texas; and William Donald Kimbrough, pastor of Pleasant Valley 
Baptist Church, Hydro, Oklahoma. 


Since portions of the church records are incomplete, we feel sure there 


are others who have gone out from our church to serve in other places whose 
names are not listed here. For these, we are leaving a space below wherein 
their names may be recorded for this history as they are made available. 


THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


One of the outstanding organizations of the Clovis First Baptist Church 
is its Sunday School. It was organized about one month later than the church, 
in June, 1907. J. A. Bennett, one of the original twelve members, was the 
first superintendent. It was organized with seven classes and teachers. The 
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everage enrollment for the first year was 100, with an average attendance 
of 65. 


Mr. Bennett served one year as superintendent and was succeeded by 
J. V. Rice, also one of the original twelve members. Brother Rice served from 
1908 until 1917. During this period, the Sunday School grew steadily, going 
from 100 in enrollment and 65 in attendance to an attendance of 300 each 
Sunday. 


In 1916, the school saw the beginning of its teacher-training work. At 
this time, during the DuLaney Ministry, the first New Mexico Sunday School 
Institute was held at Clovis. Rev. C. Ross Payne, the first Sunday School and 
B.Y.P.U. Secretary for New Mexico, and pastor DuLaney and Dr. J. M. Price. 
of Fort Worth Seminary, taught the classes. 


In May of 1926, the largest Sunday School attendance ever recorded in 
the church on one Rally Day was 1015—a record that still stands for this church 
and all churches in the city. Judge A. W. Hockenhull was Sunday School super- 
intendent at that time and had been for about the past nine years. In the latter 
part of this year, John R. Sorrows became Sunday School Superintendent. It 
was not long after this that the Sunday School reached the Standard of Excel- 
lence and maintained this record throughout the ten years Mr. Sorrows served. 


In June of 1936, the largest Daily Vacation Bible School attendance was 
recorded, the number being 625. G. W. Hyde, who is still a member of our 
Church, was superintendent of the Sunday School at that time. 


There have been other such faithful superintendents and other workers 
since that time. These and their achievements are too numerous to name here- 
in, but,along with those named, they have contributed much to the worth of our 
church in the community of Clovis through the years. Mr. Oscar Cantwell is 
the present superintendent. The present enrollment at this Golden Anniversary 
date is 1061.

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THE TRAINING UNION 


The Training Union, then called B.Y.P.U., was orginally organized by 
Judge A. W. Hockenhull in the month of Santember 1911, with 10 members. 
Musin Croft served as the first president. At that time, there were only four 
or five unions in the entire state of New Mexico. There were no A-1 unions, 
no Training Union Conventions, no Training Union State Secretary, and no or- 
ganized work of any kind for the young people. Yet, as far as we know, the 
young people of our church have never failed to meet and render a program of 
some kind every Sunday evening (with one exception) from September of 1911 
to the date of this fiftieth anniversary, May 5, 1957. 

In 1921, the state wide contest work among all the unions of the state, 
began. It was based upon attendance and efficiency, with the State Organiza- 
tion offering a large silver cup to the union that won at the end of each year. 
The Clovis First Church Senior Union (as it was then called) won the cup for 
the 1921 contest and again in i922, 1923, and 1924, making it the high union 
of all the unions in the entire state for four full years in succession— a fete 
which has never been equaled by any other training union in the state. 

Five of our present Training Union members won in all five competitive 
events at the associational elemination contest recently, and all five of these 
entered the state contest at the State Training Union Convention at Roswell on 
April 18, 1957. Tommy Hartley won 2nd place in the Junior contest and Walter 
Jones 2nd in the Intermediate contest. 


THE WOMEN’S MISSIONARY UNION 


It was about 1910, during Brother Downing’s ministry that the women 
of the church began to organize for missionary work. Although the women’s 
missionary work among Baptists had become known sometimes before as the 
Women’s Missionary Union, it was known in our local church for a time as the 
Ladies’ Aid Society. Later, when the women’s work grew and the need for 
missionary vision among our young people was recognized, the women began 
to sponsor and organize the various young people’s groups. Then, the entire 
work became known in our church as the Women’s Missionary Union, or the 
W.M.U. The W. M. U. for a number of years has included these organizations: 
.The Women’s Missionary Society, for adult women; the Business Women’s Cir- 
cle, for the adult working women: the Young Women’s Auxiliary, for the young 
single women; the Girls’ Auxiliary, for the young girls; the Sunbeams for the 
children; and the Royal Ambassadors for the young boys. The W. M. U. turn- 
ed the sponsorship of the Royal Ambassadors to the Brotherhood at the begin- 
ning of 1957. All of these groups are now active, and their work contributes 
much to the greater missionary vision of the entire church membership. 

Mrs. R. N. Whitley has just recently succeeded Mrs. R. L. Vickers as the 
president of the union. 


BROTHERHOOD 


The men of the church began to recognize the need for an organization 
for the fellowship and spiritual growth of the laymen of the church during the 
Culpepper ministry, about 1915. They functioned for sometime as the Lay- 
mens’ Group and later organized the group as a Brotherhood in line with the 
other Baptist churches of our state and Southland. This organization has main- 
tained its activities to the present date. During the last few years, the men 
have realized that the regular meetings for fellowship and a program, though

spiritually enriching, is not the end in itself of the organization and have 
sought to promote a greater missionary endeavor. In keeping with this object- 
ive, the Brotherhood assumed the sponsorship of the Royal Ambassadors and 
their activities at the beginning of 1957. 


COMPARISONS AND CONCLUSIONS 


The church was organized on Sunday, May 5, 1907—fifty years ago—with 
12 members. It has 1744 members today. 

The Sunday School of the church was organized in June 1907, with seven 
classes and teachers. Today, the Sunday School has 89 classes and 89 teachers, 
with an enrollment of 1061. é 

The Training Union of the church was organized with 10 members forty- 
six years ago. Today there are 481 members enrolled in the Training Union. 

The First Baptist Church began a few weeks before the city of Clovis 
began. It was organized under a small tent south of the present railway tracks, 
in the vicinity of the present Santa Fe Railway round house. It was the first 
_ church to be organized in Clovis, and today, there are 48 churches of all de- 
nominations in the city. 

Our first church buliding was a cheap, boxed-in shed, 20 x 40 feet in 
size. The second building was of old fashioned red brick, costing $10,000.00. 
Today on the same location we have a modern plant costing over $253,000.00, 
which if rebuilt now would cost the church one-half million dollars. 

The First Baptist Church of Clovis has been a power house for right liv- 
ing and dedicated lives and a spiritual blessing to many thousands of people. 
God’s leadership has been manifested in the tremendous growth of the church 
through the years. We praise His name for what has been accomplished.
